WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.-—-The Presi- 
dent delivered an address today at the 
fiedication of the Luther Place Memo- 
ria! Church, which was seriously dam- 
aged by fire jc3t one year ago tonight. 
The church has been entirely restored. 
The President came in while the serv- 
ices preliminary to the sermon were in 
progress, and was shown to a seat in 
the pulpit. At their conclusions he was 
introduced. He said: 

“From the standpoint from which I 
bam obliged so continually to look at 
matters, there is a peculiar function to 
be played by the great Lutheran church 
in the United States of America. This 
is a church which had its rise to power 
in, and, until it emicrated to this side 
of the water, had always had its full- 
est derelopment in the two great races 
of Northern and Middle Europe, the 
Germans and the Scandinavians. The 
Lutheran church came to the territory 
which is now the United States very 
shortly after the first permanent set- 
tlements were made within our limits, 
for when the earliest settlers came to 
dwell around the mouth of the Dela- 
Ware they brought the Lutheran 
worship with them, and so with the 
earliest German settlers, who came to 
Pennsylvania and afterward to New 
York and mountainous regions in the 
western part of Virginia and the States 
south of it. 

“From that day to this, the history 
of the growth in population in this na- 
tion has consisted largely, in some re- 
spects mainty, of the arrival of succes- 
sive waves of newcomers to our shores 
and the prime duty of those already 
in the land is to see that their own 
progress and development are shared 
by these newcomers. it is a serious 
and dangerous thing for any man to 
tear loose from the soil, from the re 
gion in which he and his forbears 
have taken root and to be transplanted 
into a new land. He should receive 
all possible aid in that new land, and 
the ald can be tendered him most er- 
fectively by those who can appeal to 
him on the ground of spiritual kinship. 

“Therefore, the Lutheran church can 
do most in helping upward and on- 
ward so many of the newcomers to 
our shores, and it seems to me that it 
— 40 am tempted to say, wel- 
nigh the prime duty of this church to 
see that the immigrant, especially the 
emigrant of Lutheran faith from the 
Old World, whether he come from 
Scandinavia or Germany. or whether 
he belonged to one of the Lutheran 
counties of Finland or Hungary or 
Austria, may be not suffered to drift 
off, with no friendly hand extended to 
him out of all the church communion, 
away from all the influences that tend 
toward safeguarding and uplifting him, 
and that he find ready to hand those 
ready to bring him into fellowship with 
existing modes.

churches most distinctly American, 
most distinctively among the forces 
that are to tell for making this coun- 
try even greater in the future. There- 
fore, a peculiar load of responsibility 
rests upon the members of this church.

ing of this church. One of the con- 
stant problems of life is to try to eu- 
tivate breadth without § shallowness, 
just as we want to try to cultivate 
depth without narrowness.”

In this connection, approval of 
suc: men as Karl Pearson of the En- 
versity College of London, Lord Ral- 
eigh of the Royal Institution of Great 
Britain, G. H. Darwin of Cambridge 
and others in greater or smaller degree 
of the scheme has been secured. 

Mr. Pearson adds that at least 50 ner 
cent. of the scientific observations made 
and the data collected are worthless, 
and no man, however able, could de- 
fuce any result from them at all. 

“I doubt,” says he, “whether even a 
small proportion of the biometric dat- 
being accumulated in Europe and 
America could be made to provide val- 
un dle results.” 

Discussing the Southern observatory 
project, the report says that under the 
grants from the Carnegie Institution, 
the direction and velocity of the solar 
motions are being determined from all 
available material, and before the close 
of 1995 results are expected from 5000 
of the more frequently-observéd stars. 
A new determination of the positions 
of Standard stars distribut d from the 
North to the South Poles of the heay- 
ens Will be undertaken shortly. The 
need of special observations of stars 
that have been neglected for the past 
twenty or thirty years is advocated.

tle progress made along thai line, ha: 
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WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Official an 
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systematic magnetic surveys of the 
oceanic areas are enticely lacking, and 
that despite the apparentiy vast accu- 
mulation of data, such an important 
question as to whether the earth's 
magnetic energy is increasing or de- 
creasing and the annual rate of change 
cannot yet be definitely answered. 
There has been comparatively little in- 
crease in the past half century in the 
knowledge of general distribution of 
the earth's magnetic forces. 

The institution has approved the 
general scheme of a project for a mag- 
netic survey of the North Pacific, al- 
though it has not passed on the de- 
tails. The project contemplates the con- 
struction of wood-built, non-magnetic 
sailing vessels of approximately 
tons displacement to pursue a lengthy 
course in the North Pacific Ocean. 
The confident expectation is expressed 
that in the neighborheod of islands and 
coust, distortions and irregularities in 
the distribution of the earth's mag- 
netism will be revealed by this work 
and opportunity given for iInvestigat- 
ing the effect of the configuration of 
land and water on the distribution of 
magnetic forces. 

Reports have frequently deen re- 
ceived from marine sources regarding 
unusual behavior of the compasses, 
particularly in the region of the Aleu- 
tian Islands. Data obtained on the 
result of a circular letter sent by the 
(Coast and Geodetic Survey over the 
entire globe and turned over to the 
Carnegie Institution regarding the 
Mont Pelée (Martinique) eruption tn 
192 shows that the time of the e- 
ginning of that magnetic disturbance 
Was practically the same around tie 
whole earth and, second, that any 
electric-current system capable of pro- 
ducing the observed phenomena would 
have its seat chiefly outside the earth. 

The report makes extended observa- 
tions on the subject of the solar re- 
searches, on which preliminary work 
already has begun at Mount Wilson, 
California, The project for a solar ob- 
servatory there already has been ap- 
proved, the conclusion being expressed 
that Mount Wilson meets in a very re- 
markable degree the requirements of a 
site for a solar observatory. The work 
at higher altitudes than that, if needed 
at all, it is explained, could be com- 
pleted in two or three summers by ex- 
“geen equipped with a portablé out- 

t erected at an altitude of from 12.— 
000 to 15.000 feet. The report says that 
Dr. 8. P. Langley, who has been mak- 
ing solar obeervations, “has offered 
reasons to believe that an Actual 
change in the amount of heat emitted 
by the sun occurred in March, 1903, and 
that if such a change is actually es- 
tablished. by carrying on these ob- 
servations at a higher altitude, the re- 
sult would have an important bearing 
on many questions relating to the 
earth, and would be of vital interest 
in its relationship to the solar consti- 
tution.”

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TPUSSIA’S GREAT STATESMAN. 
The foremost figure in Russian 
_ Statesmanship today is Sergius de Witte, 
: who, since August, 1903. has been pres- 
' ident of the Committee of Ministers, 
* an official position corresponding to 
3 of Premier in other European 
| It is significant that dur- 
| ing the recent uprising there have been 
_ Ro threats against the life of De 
| Witte. The reason for this immu- 
* ‘pity on his part arises from the known 
' Wheral tendencies of his policies and 
official acts. ; 

This great statesman. though now 
the administrative head of the Rus 
sian government, is not even Russian 
born, but rst saw the light in Tiflis, 
‘Transcaucasia, in 1849. His father, of 
German descent, was a member of the 

. Vicerégal Council of that country, but 
could do nothing further for his son 
than to send him to Odessa to he 
educated. ‘ Here he astonished his 

’ teachers by his genius for mathemat- 

des and physics. Upon graduation he 
was 


' way in a small town, but soon gave 
evidence of his administrative abil- 
i On one occasion during the 
Russo - Turkish War, while the fines 
were congested with army supplies and 
soldiers were awaiting transportatiog, 
de fefused to obey an important order, 
and when called to account showed 
that compliance with the order would 


pointed Minister of Finance, called 
young Witte, not yet 30, to an im- 
portant post in his department, and 
later made him Director of Railways. 
In 1903, at the age of 44, upon the 
resignation of his superior, Witte be- 
came Minister of Finance, and during 
the next ten years gradually concen- 
trated within his official province vast 
powers. He began nationalizing the 
railroads, by purchasing private lines 
as fast as the exchequers of the em- 
pire would admit, thus controlling vast 
transportation revenues; he developed 
a State savings bank which enabled 
him to exercise contro] over a grea: 
mass Of savings from all sections of 
the country; he made grants for the 


lets for the abundant products of the 
soil. These railways also gave him 
facilities for marketing in Central 
Europe the enormous yields of oil 
near the Caspian Sea. and thus enabled 
him to dispute a portion of that valu- 
able territory with the American oil 
kings. 
But the career of Sergius de Witte 
has not been altogether upon smooth 
Seas and in fair weather. Like all 
successful men, and particularly those 
who have risen by rapid promotion and 
exhibited aggressive qualities, this 
brilliant statesman has made ene- 
mies and encountered strong antago- 
nisms. Perhaps the most formidable 
was that of the very able Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Muravieff, and in 1902 
a strong effort was made by the Mura- 


vie faction to force Witte out of the 


ministry. But when the people dis- 
covered the conspiracy, if it may be 
so called, emphatic protests went in 
from every quarter against any such 
action. He had conferred local power 
upon agricultural committees, he had 
advised leniency in dealing with the 
St. Petersburg students after the riot 
of 1889, he had advocated more liberty 
of action for factory workers, and 
the benefit of his railroad policies had 
been felt throughout the empire. 

Moreover, the Czar was in full sym- 
pathy with his policies, and so the 
unexpected happened; our hero was 
appointed president of the Commit- 
tee Of Ministers, a position where he 
exercises a greater influence than any 
other person in the Czar's dominions, 
and when it was whispered by the 
envious that this was a move to shelve 
him from the great activities of his 
former office, there was another sur- 
prise, for his successor as Minister of 
Finance was his personal friend, De 
Paske, late manager of the Imperial 
Bank, and one of his most trusted 
subordinates and collaborators tm 
financial reforms. 

‘This, then, is the imposing figure 
who now loonis up as one of the 
great statesmen of Europe, and who 
whl have an important part in shap- 
ing the destiny, not only of the Rus- 


sian nation, but of world policies in 


the near future. 


SCHOLARSHIP SUGGESTION. 
There has been a rattling of the 
old bones at the ancient Universit; 


of Oxford. The first contingent 


Rhodes scholars have completed their 
first term there—seventy-two young 
men, strong, lithe-limbed and active, 
drawn from the United States of Amer- 
ica, and from Canada, South Africa, 
Australasia, and other British colonies. 
These youths from the scholastic out- 
posts have not been chosen solely for 
taeir attainments in dead languages 
or pure mathematics. Cecil Rhodes, 
usmself a university man, found his 
strenuous life-work far out on the 
frontier, among savage black races 
and with daring, practical-minded em- 
pire builders for his comrades. Rough 
experience hed taught him that for the 


ideal man vigor of body is just as es- 


sential as keenness of brain. So the 
terms of his bequest provide that, in 
the choice of his scholars, muscularity 


the two nations to a still closer un- 
derstanding is to be welcomed. Our 
common language, common interests, 
and common ideals already establish 
strong bonds of friendship, but reei- 
procity in university training would 
forge yet another link to the chain. 


EAPING THE HARVEST. 

Searcely has the last exhibit 
been received back by the Chamber 
of Commerce from St. Louis, yet work 
is already under full headway for the 
exhibit of Southern California prod- 
ucts at Portland, Or., this year.

If these elected representatives of 
the people of San Diego are correctly 
reported, then they are assuming too 
much. They are no only attempting 
to represent the people of San Diego 
in a legisiative way, but in a judicial 
way. They are assuming to sit in 
Judgment on this case, and while so 
assuming rights for themselves they 
would deny the right of the people to 
pass judgment. in pursuing such a 
course they are not representing the 
people of San Diego. They are misrep- 
resenting the people.

RETURNS FROM MICHIGAN TO 
REFUTE SCANDAL. 


Clark Craig Must Retract Story 
That Hie Wife Eleped With His 
Brother, or Take a Whipping—Pe- 
per Quigley Arres ed at Daggett for 
Attempt to Murder. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 2.—Joe 
Craig, who has been openly accused 
by his brother of running off with his 
wife and children, returned this morn- 
ing from Michigan, where he and Mrs. 
Clark Craig, the wife in question, have 
been staying with relatives. Joe de- 
nies the accusation, and declares that 
a letter which Clark Craig has exhib- 
ited, claiming his wife wrote it, was 
never written by the woman at all, 
but is a gross forgery. Joe has come 
West for the express purpose of fac- 
ing his brother and it is expected that 
some lively times will result, and ei- 
ther Clark will be compeed to re- 
tract or take a whipping. 

The principals to the scandal are 
members of a. pioneer family, and the 
disappearance of Joe Craig and his 
brothers wife caused a big sensation 
throughout the valley over a month 
ago. Clark appealed to the District 
Attorney for a warrant for Joe's ar- 
rest, but as the troubles were such 
as the law does not make provision for, 
nothing could be done for him, and 
to get even with Joe and the missing 
wife he sent East copies of papers 
containing the story told by him of 
the alleged elopement of his wife and 
his brother. It is the receipt of these 
papers that has brought Joe Craig 
back for an accounting.
